{n the National convention of France, on the 
13th of November, M. Petion propofed a motion 
of order, refpcéting the Kings inviolability, 
** whether he is amean ble befere them or not.” 
The fir qu *.ion to be debated was, ‘* thall the 
King be tried ?’’ and after a lengthy debate, in 
which Meffrs. Morriffon and Fauchet, were for 
the inviolability, and Meffrs. St. Juft and Rubert, 
were againft it, it was adjourned to Thurfday. 

A letter was read from M. Damourier, of the 
zoth of OSober, in which he fays he withes to 
retire and enjoy hisoriumM CUM DIGNITATE. 
He urges the giving General Valence the title of 
Commander in Chief of the army of the Arden- 
nes. 

A letter from Gen. Lobourdonnaie, of the 12th 
of November, announcing the furrender of the 
city of Ghent withoat the leaft refiitance 

It was reported in Paris on the rgth of Novem- 
ber, that Gen. Valence had entered the country 
of Namur, histroops fhouting Vive /a repubi:gue 
Francaife. 

The Minifter at war announced the receipt of 
300 000 livres, levied as contribution by Cutline 
at Spires. 

M. Neckar has publifhed a long pleading in 
favour of Louis XVI. 

A battalion has fet out from Dunkirk, to take 
pofieffion of OSTEND, agreeable to the invita- 
tion of the Magiftrates, who have delivered the 
place into the hands of the French. 

General DUMOURIER HAS ENTERED 





BRUSSELS at the head of a numerous army, and 


the REGENT of SWEDEN has ACKNOW.- 
LEDGED the REPUBLIC OF FRANCE, 

Lendon, Now. 20.—If the French thould offer 
toattack Holland, after over running the Auttri- 
an Netherlands, it is probable that a confiderable 
namber of Britith troops will be fent co the affitt- 
ance of the United Provinces, to oppofe the pro- 
grefs of the French arms, which may eventually 
engage this country in a war with that power. 

Orders have been fent to Woolwich to complete 
the two battalions of artillery now in England, 
with the utmett poflible expedition ; and recruiting 
perties are to be immediately difpatched to every 
part of Great Britain for that pur pole. 





A letter from a gentieman in Bofton, mentions 
that a European veflei had arrived there, the zgth 
wtimo, which brings accounts, that a truce has 
taken place between the French and Aaftrian ar- 
mies: that agrand Congrefs wastobe formed on 
the continent, for negociating a peace ; and, that 
the National Convention of France, are to fend 
tepaties toit. In"tonfequence of this, it has been 
setermined to recall the French armies within the 
lontier, and the enemy to evacuate the entire line 
fom Dunkirk to Geneva. 

We learn by a private letter from Dablin, that 
lhe commotions in Ireland are confiderable.—It 
hys, «* That a paper was fixed up in Dablin on 
the Barrack: and Caftle Gates, with the words, 
NO KING AND LIBERTY.”
